He said he ordered the prize fighter to 
throw up his hands and when the order 
was not obeyed, he fired. 

Late last night, overcome with 
hunger and fatigue from fleeing 
through the Ozark mountain country, 
Hurts reached the home of Haggard, 
where he applied for a place to sleep 
and something to eat.

SUSPECT DUST CLOUD. 
The discovery does not eliminate

Those who saw Capp say he was a 
dark, heavy-set man, apparently a 
Spaniard, and he answers the descrip- 
tion given of the silent man. 

Capt. John Osterhaus, former owner 
of the Kate, which cleared from this 
port for the Galapagos Islands about 
the time the Pastime was cruising in 

the bay, was found in South San Fran- 
cisco tonight, and was taken to detect- 
ive headquarters and questioned.

“The supposition that this crime was 
committed by some of the people who 
were opposed to us made it necessary 
that 1 should proceed with absdlute 
fairness, and not use my position as a 
criminal prosecutor to harass those 
opposed to me in a civil suit, unless 1 
had sufficient evidence to justify me in 
filing a criminal suit against them. As 
a matter of fact, this evidence was 
never obtained, and never obtainable, 
and it is my personal opinion to this 
day that Lucy King did not forge that 
will.

“The proof of forgery of a will is one 
of the most difficult things in criminal 
law.
